VIOLENT DEATHS IN TORONTO. 


Han Quentin, Cal.. June 10.—A con¬ 
tinuation yesterday of the “grub strike” 
demonstration begun Saturday in Han 
Quentin prison developed Into a riot 
In the general mess hall as a result of 
which one prisoner was shot and killed 
and two other* ware wounded. 

The dead: H. L. Lynwood, u naval 
prisoner, serving a term of six apd 
one-half years for desertion, and Im¬ 
personating an officer. 

The wounded: Frank Taylor, a 
negro, serving ,20 yearn for robbery 
committed lO . Hun Francisco, allot 
tbrozgh hand: B. a. Qaqpa. struck in 
leg by glancing bullet,. 

Nineteen hundred prisoner* were sit¬ 
ting down to dinner shortly after 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon when 
or 300 of »h“ men began a concerted 
demonstration. Not content with 
voicing their protests w ith shrieks and 
catcalls, the degnonstranta began 
throw ing dishes and food about. Home 
made a rush for the adjoining kitchen 
and began hurling heavy pots and pans 
around the room. These were driven 
out with a hose, spouting live steam, 
several of the rioters being severely 
burned. 

No sooner was the mutiny started 
than the prison Imll was sounded with 
the "lock-up" signal. 

The majority of the men who had 
taken no part In tip' demonstration 
were anxious to escape from the hall, 
and made A rush for the three door*. 
At two of the doors the men passed 
out unmolested. At the third several 
of the rioters endeavored to block 
egress, their purpose being to keep the 
men In the mess hall and prolorg *he 
demonstration. It was here that Lyn¬ 
wood. one of the leaders of the mu¬ 
tineers. was shot down. A guard ■ 
bullet pierced his chest snd he died 
almost Instantly. Taylor also tried 
to block the passageway and be re¬ 
ceived a bullet through the hand. The 
bullet glanced from the floor and 
struck George In the leg. Oeorge had 
taken no part In the disturbance. Only 
these two shot* were tired. 

The prisoners were quickly marched i 
to their cells, but the rioters, even ] 
after hiring locked up. continued their 
shrieks of defiance snd kept up their 
shouting at Intervals until late to¬ 
night. 

Warden Hbyl* said last night that 
thirty or forty of yesterday s mutineers 
would be severely disciplined. T»*n 
men were singled out for disciplinary 
measures for Saturday's disturbances, 
but of these only four were punished. 
Active bedlam lasted twenty minutes, 
but the uproar, the shrieks, the yells 
and curses continued late Into the 
night.

How many voices went to 
make It. with the cells from which 
It came, It was the business of the 
guards to report. Out or nineteen hun¬ 
dred and odd prisoners, probably be¬ 
tween two ind three hundred were ac 
tlve rioters.

Seattle. Wash., June 10,—Definite 
new s Is anxiously awaited of conditions 
along the shores of Hhellkof Strait, 
where Katmal volcano haa heen hurl¬ 
ing ashes and hot stones over the 
prosperous fishing vtllages and the fer¬ 
tile agricultural land In Kodiak, Afog- 
nak and Raspberry Islands. 

Since the eruption began Thursday 
afternoon there has been a constant 
hall of ashes and stones over a wide 
area, the finer particles having been 
carried by the wind as far as Sitka. 
700 miles east of the volcano. The 
dense clouds of smoke and ashes have 
turned day Into darkest night through 
out a radius of 300 miles from Monnf 
Katmal. The unnatural darkness and 
the Stirling volcanic dust that fills the 
air combine to make navigation In the 
affected sires hazardous and It will be 
difficult for rescuers of fishermen and 
cannery employees to proceed along the 
shores of Hhellkof Strait ^ w hile the 
volcano Is In action. 

In spite of the perils of venturing In 
to the danger zone. the revenue cutter 
Manning Is already groping her way 
toward the northwestern shore of Ko¬ 
diak Island to give assistance to ths 
distressed Inhabitants and to obtain 
accurate Information concerning their 
plight.

Assailants In the city of Chihuahua 
three weeks ago. Enrlle doubted the 
Intentions of his physicians and sought 
medical treatment In the United State#. 

He applied to Marion F. Letcher, the 
American consul In Chihuahua, for 
safe conduct to the United States, but 
ihe latter declared the matter outside 
his Jurisdiction. FTeceded by s tale- 
gram announcing his death, early Sat¬ 
urday, which w as Intended to. foil hie 
Juarez enemies. Enisle was placed se¬ 
cretly Saturday night aboard a train in 
Chlhuiihua and taken to Juarez, lie 
would have escaped the relwri officiate 
there only for the watchfulness of 
Captain Carlos Oonsalea, chief Immi¬ 
gration officer in Juarez. Gonzales 
immediately arrested Enrlle. taking 
him before CoL Jose OrogCO, head of 
the garrison, who, notwithstanding ths 
safe conduct Issuod by his cousin.
